As
it is many foul and reeking cesspools
ure loceated in the midst of the resi-
dence centers, all of which must
breed disease and death. Every
pemon owning property within the
sew ered preciucts of our city should
be compelled to make proper con-
nections at once. Whether the ohol-
era reaches the Pacific coast or not,
we shouldmanage topurify our town.
AJousnNAL representative yesterday
took Lhe paios to yislt, not the *per-
fumed chambers of thg great,” but
the highly odoriferous neighbor«
hoode inhabited by some of our every
day coitizens, In most of the
ulleys, and many of the streets,
were found sawdust piles; and not a
few valuable msnure heaps. Now,
nsuwdust pile is fu jwell nothing
bad, but after thia writer poked his
stick intoa rather auclent looking one
sud found it not only alive with
muggots,but reeking with vile odors,
he coneluded it would be better for
the good heslth of our community
to buye all such removed or burned,
Oune other apparently barmless den-
izen of the ulleys is the foul, rotten
dish rag that bas outliyed its days
of usetulpess, If you would stir up
a first-class stench turn one of these
over. Another very common praclice
seerus to be to chop offa chlcken's
head, pick its feathers and draw (t,
then fire all the refuse and oflals in-
to the alley. Thisseems to be the
' partioular delight of several locall-
tles,  If & child diesin that nelgh-
borbood of diphtherin, typhold or
some other malignant disease It 1is
all laid to the season, or the moon,
whereas the real cause |8 the direct
result of carelessuess or crlminal
neglect.

Behind apd underneath a certain
China wash-house ean be sfen a bed
of old sonp suds which has been fes-
lering in the sun all summer, and 1s
a veritable death pool. To enumer
ute nll the open closets, ccaspools,
miasmatic quagmires and other
Iniguitous holes of dith to be found
in out-of-the-way places about our
oity would require columns of space,
but perhaps It could not be devoted
to a belter purpose, Our city is now
probably dirtier than any othor of
itsa size on this ocosst. Every
partiole of Ailth should be removed,
and, If possible, measures should bhe
takien to prevent the recurrence of
the present condition oi affairs,
